Old Bray. 


In looking through some old records of 
(County Wicklow, I was interested to find 
that in the sixteenth century Bray was 
divided into two parts, quaintly named 
Much Bray and Little Bray. Little Bray 
still preserves a sort of nominal indepen- 
dence, but Much Bray is heard no more. 
Much Bray then belonged to the family of 
Archbold, and .the whole village is 
‘walled and good 
towns ” of the county. In 1666 Much Bray 
is alluded to as Great Bray in a grant to 
Oliver, Earl of Tyreonnell. AÁt the 
beginning of the seventeenth century the 
native language must have been in general 
use: for a ‘‘ regal visitation ’’ of 1615 
reports “ that the Rectory of Bray was 
impropriate, that Maurice Byrne was then 
the vicar, that he read the Service in Irish, 
and that the Book of Common Prayer used 
there was in Irish.” 

When I walked along Bray Head the 
other evening, through the space which is 
now devoted to the latest and noisiest 
modern amusements, [ could not help 
thinking of the very different scenes which 
were enacted on this spot over a century 
ago, when the chief industry of the district 
was dealing in contraband goods and the 
llead was honeycombed with smugglers’ 
caves. In those days it was almost impos- 
sible to prevent smuggling, and the most 
that: the Revenue authorities could do was 
to make an occasional seizure.

IRISH AERO CLUB. 
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GOVERNMENT GRANT 
WELCOMED. 
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By Our Porrrican CorResronDent. 

Members of the Irish Aero Club are 
giéatly gratified by the announcement. that 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
proposes to grant a sam of £1,000 to enable 
the Club to prosecute its efforts for the 
advancement of civil aviation in the Irish 
Free State. 

Mr. Osmond Esmonde, T.D., who takes 
A personal interest in aviation, told me 
that the grant was highly acceptable, and 
would enable the Club to develop its 
activities at Baldonnel Aerodrome, where it 
has at present two aeroplane# and a trainer 
and groundsman. 

Mr. Esmonde has for some time had a 
motion on the order paper of the Dail, but 
has not yet had an opportunity to move it. 
It is in the following terms :— 

‘That, in the ovinion of the Dail, the 
Executive Council should take immediate 
steps to assist the development of civil and 
commercial aviation, and to provide adequate 
facilities for the training and certification 
of civilian pilots.”’ 

In view of the Government action, Mr. 
Esmonde probably will alter his motion, and 
concentrate on the development of commer- 
cial aviation. He hopes to see a net-work 
of services established between various points 
in this country and places in Great Britain 
and, perhaps, on the Continent. 

He mentioned that already Baldonnel had 
turned ont many young men who were 
eagerly accepted for the Royal Air Force, 
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THE Prince or WALES.

NEW LONDON PLAY.

LONDON, Friday. 

“Mrs. Fischer’s War,” adapted by Miss Joan 
Temple and Mrs. Henrietta Leslie from Mrs. 
Leslie's book with like-name, was produced 
with success at ‘the Ambassador’s Theatre, 
last night. 

The story is interesting, though most dis- 
tressing in parts, presenting a not uncommon 
aspect of the war, with its domestic tragedy.

WAR DEBTS HOLIDAY.

BRITISH EMPIRE’S 
OFFICIAL ACCEPTANCE, 
The British Empire's official acceptance 

of the Hoover proposal for a year’s War 
debt holiday was vontained in a letter 
addressed by thc Treasury to the Presi- 
dent of the Bank of International Settle- 
ments, at Basle, in Switzerland. 

The letter, issued last night, points out 
that certain outstanding questions remain 
ta be settled by the Governments con- 
cerned, and continues :-- 

““In the meantime, a monthly instal- 
ment of the German annuity falls due on 
the 15th inst., but, even if the German 
Government were in a position to transfer 
this instalment, to demand it would be 
manifestly inconsistent with the accept- 
ance in principle of President Hoover's 
proposal. 

‘The above-mentioned Governments 
have, therefore, decided to refrain, in so 
far as they are concerned, from claiming 
any payment in respect of the instalments 
of both the unconditional and conditional 
falling due on the 15th inst., 
without prejudice to the rights of the 
bondholders of the German External 
Loan. 1924, and the German Government 
54 per Cent. International Loan, 1930,

FASCIST DOCTRINE CONDEMNED. 

In the Encyclical, to which so much objec- 
tion has heen taken, Pius XI. accuses the 
Fascist Party of an intention to monopolise 
voung people, from earliest childhood up to 
adult age, for the party’s own complete and 
exclusive advantage, and the ideology of 
that. party, he declares openly, amounts to a 
veritable pagan worship of the State, which 
is in complete conflict with the natural right 
of the family, and with the supernatural right 
of the Church. The Pope goes on to condemn 
a form of oath which binds old and young 
to serve, even to the death, the cause of a 
revolution, which tears the young from the 
Church and from Christ, and trains them to 
hatred and violence and irreverence towards 
the Pope. Recognising that for many the 
‘aking of this oath is necessary before they 
can carn their livelihood, the Holy Father 
suggests that it should be taken with a 
mental reservation, safeguarding the laws of 
God and of the Church. 

The language in which the Pope defines his 
attitude towards education in this Encyclical 
is, of course, not different from any definition 
that might have come from him or his pre- 
decessors at any period of modern history. 
The. Papacy has consistenly held the doctrine 
that it ‘‘can never agree to anything that 
seeks to impede, diminish or deny the right 
which nature and God have given to the 
family and to the Church in the field of 
education,’’ and the State does not possess 
the right *" te absorb. to swallow. to 
annihilate the family.’’

COURTS.

A WELSH GRIEVANCE. 


An interesting paper, which discussed the

nse of the native “language in the Welsh 
law courts, was read before the Congfess by 
Mr. Ellis W. Davies, of Wales. The ad- 
ministration of justice to-day in Wales, he said, 
is largely in the hands of people who have 
no knowledge of the Welsh language, and 
who, in their ignorance of foreign languages, 
assume that Welshmen must have a know- 
ledge of English. He cited cases in the 
law courts where it was taken for granted 
acainst the Welshman, even by judges of the 


High Court, that because a witness had a 
smattering of the English language he was 
able to do what no Englishman could do— 
namely, to give evidence in a second language. 
| unfortunately, too true that 


It remained, | | i 
Welshmen were still tried in their own 


country by men who did not understand their 
language. i 

To-dav the pitiful spectacle might be seen 
of a Welshman put on trial for a serious 
offence. all the evidence being given in a 
language he did not understand, and the 
speeches of counsel and the summing-up of 
the judge delivered in that same language. 
No attempt was made to interpret the pro 
ceedings into the language of the accused 
person. This was an everyday occurrence, 
but injustice did not seem as vet to have 
pervaded the mind of the judical authorities 
of the country. 


A CASE IN POINT. 

He cited a case where a man was put for- 
ward on a charge of murder, tried, and 
sentenced to death. When he went below he 
shook hands with the warders and said good- 
bve. thinking that he was free to ‘go. He 
had not understood a word of the trial, and 
judge had to go through the grim cere- 
monv of re-sentencing the man to death, the 
sentence being interpreted to him. No one 
seemed to think that the man was entitled to 
understand the evidence which he was 
found guilty. The speaker stressed this 
anomaly in a country where the native Welsh

SOME INTERESTING. LEGENDS. 


The old courtyard of Peel Castle, on the 
tiny Island of St. Patrick, itself the stepping- 
off place of many adventures in the bygone 
centuries, was not an unfitting. stage for a 
session of the Celtic Congress, at which Mrs. 
Mary Hutton, of Dublin, delivered a talk 
on the old Irish voyaging stories. Mrs. 
Hutton is well known for her scholarly trans- 
lation and setting in English blank verse of 
the book of the Tain Bo Cuailgne, and sine 
showed herself deeply versed in her present 
subject. i 

These stories of the old Irish voyagers, she 
nointed out, formed a section of Irish litera- 
ture which was not too well known, but was 
of extraordinary interest... The tales were 
written with a wonderful faithfulness of 
incident, embroidered with that charm of 
fanciful imagery so common amongst those old 
Irish writers. They could readily appreciate 
what fascinating and entertaining reading 
thev made for the monks. in various centres 
on the Continent, into which copies -of the 
stories found their way. . 

The principal stories were those relating 
to the voyages of St. Brendan, of Bran, and 
of Columba’s clerics. There was plentiful 
iss in ancient documents indicating that 
some of these Irish mariners had reached 
America, and there was ample reason to be- 
lieve that Hy Breasail, marked on very old 
charts. was South America. 

There were extant Icelandic references to 
the Norsemen who travelled to Greenland and 
further West, having found traces of a people 
speaking Gaelic. 

Mrs. Hutton related a very interesting and 
fanciful tale of a party of oid mariners who, 
after sailing for many days, came to a strange 
rock island on which they found a lonely man, 
who said that he was Judas, and that, at 
stated periods, he was allowed by the 
Almighty to come to this island rock, where 
the sea waves cooled his burning pains. 


A CRITICAL NOTE. 

Canon Quine, of the Isle of Man, was 
sceptical about the authenticity of these old 
stories. They were, he admitted, delightful 
reading, but he wonld like to have 
evidence of their accuracy. One might 
rely on the accuracy of English, Greek or 
Latin writers, but with their fondness for 
romance, the Irish writers could not be relied 
npon for strict accuracy. They were highly 
imaginative writers, weaving stories for 
imaginative readers. Canon Quine, by the 
way, prides himself that he is not a Celt, 
hut a Roman—in fact the noblest Roman of 
them all. | 

He was taken to task by Miss Agnes 
O’Farrelly. who expressed regret that they 
had not been able to convert the Canon, but 
suggested that if he wanted to study a 
sample of the accuracy and faithfalness of 
ancient Celtic writings he should read the 
Rrehon Laws, which were not alone noted for 
their accuracy, but for their almost painful 
detail. 

Mrs. Hutton also took the Canon to task. 
and referred him to the ancient annals of 
Ireland, the authenticity of many of which 
had been tested on innumerable points. The 
Canon had referred to the wonderfully 
accurate description given by Cesar in his 
account of the Gallic wars and of the fleet 
which the inhabitants of these countries sent 
out to oppose the Roman Fleet. In the 
Book of Lismore, dealing with the second 
voyage of St. Brendan, there was an accurate 
description of the ship used, even to 
mention of the leather sails, described bv 
Julius Caesar. 3

: BODENSTOWN. 

Opening the case, Mr. Kelly said that a 
large demonstration display was arranged by 
the “I.R.A.”’ for Bodenstown on Sunday. 
June 21st. In the interests of the public 
it became necessary to prevent the display 
from being held, and one of the steps taken 
to prevent the demonstration, with its pos- 
sible loss of life and certainty of disturbance, 
was the issue of an order to the Civic Guards 
of Dublin to arrest the accused man. 

Detective Sergeants Hughes and Scully and 
Detective Officers Dunegan and McCabe 
visited the house. In one of the rooms 
occupied by the defendant’s brother James 
were two beds, one being empty, but showing 
signs of recent occupation. 

Outside the house the detectives saw a 
window which they did not recall having seen 
from the inside. They returned to the house, 
and were making a further search when they 
were told that the defendant’s mother was ill 
in her bedroom. They respected her privacy, 
but shortly afterwards a figure wrapped in a 
blanket was seen to leave the bathroom and 
go to Mrs. Russell’s room. 

A search was.then made of Mrs. Russell’s 
room, and the defendant was found in his 
pyjamas under the bed. He was arrested. 

“ 1 R.A. MENACE,” 

A further search led to the discovery of a 
secret room behind a mirror in the bathroom. 
In this room was found a large quantity of 
literature, including 183 militar training 
books and 18 copies of ‘‘ An t-Oglaigh.” 

“ The ' LR.A.,”” said Mr. Kelly, “ is not 
constituted by law, and, as you all know, it is 
a menace to the welfare and Constitution of 
this country.” 

Picking up one of the books, Mr. Kelly 
said: ‘“‘ Here is a ‘Field Service Pocket 
Book.’ We do not want any more field 
service in this country.” 

_ A SECRET ROOM. 

Detective Sergeant Hughes gave evidence 
of going to the accused man’s house between 
12 midnight and 1 a.m. on the morning of 
June 2lst. After he had knocked for about 
five minutes the door was opened by James 
Russell, a brother of the defendant. With 
Sergeant Scully and other officers he searched 
the house. 

Entering the bathroom he noticed a mirror, 
4ft. long and 2ft. wide, to all appearances 
screwed to the wall. All the rooms were 
searched, but the accused man was not found, 
and he ordered a continued search. This 
further search resulted in the discovery of 
a small room behind the mirror in the bath- 
room. 

This mirror, the witness explained, was 
hinged at the top, and on being lifted up 
disclosed an aperture through which access 
could be gained to the secret room, which 
was about eight feet by four feet, triangular 
in shape, and having a small window. In 
this room he found the books dealing with 
various phases of military training, together 
with copies of An t-Oglaigh, the official 
organ of the “‘ I.R.A.”’ 

Corroborative evidence was given by other 
detective . officers. : 

DEFENDANT'S STATEMENT. 

The accused man, who declined to give 
evidence on oath, made a statement from 
the dock, in which he said that anv of the 
books which were produced as evidence could 
be bought over the counter in Dublin, or 
could be obtained through the post from 
His Majesty’s Stationery Office, and would 
not be interfered with by the Customs 
authorities. The real reason for his arrest, he 
said, was that he was to make an oration at 
Bodenstown that day. 

MRS. SHEEHY-SKEFFINGTON. 

At this point Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington 
entered the Press box. 

Superintendent Ennis entered the witness 
box and handed to the judge a copy of the 
publication An Phoblacht, asking at the same 
time that Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington should be 
excluded from the Court.

‘“ We must become, each of us, so proud 
of this old England that we shall be 
eager to render it at any time the. service

'“One service most of all is needed. 
What is threatening our position ia not 
merely world depression, anxiety about 
foreign markets, and how to maintain 
exports ; it is whether the stuff of this old 
people is as sturdy and strong as it was. 

“ There are many signs it is not; that 
we are becoming slack in every class, 
that we are too dependent on comforts, 
too eager for amusements, too anxious 
not to pass out of the zone of security. 

“CI see it on every side in the choice of 
careers, in the way in which our people 
look upon going overseas. Everywhere there 
is a desire to be comfortable, and the 
result is a slackening of the moral fibre 
of our people. 

“That is the way in which a single, 
strong, purposeful character can be a 
priceless asset to the country. There is no 
more true service than any of you can 
render to your country than by responding 
to the training you receive at your homes.’’ 

Referring to lay critics, the Archbishop 
said: “ After all, if religion doesn’t 
matter, let us by all means scrap it and 
be rid of it. If it does matter, if it is of 
vital importance, then the witness to things 
eternal is a service without which the soul 
of the nation would be starved. 

‘Once that soul is starved, then inevit- 
ably the days of the nation’s decay must 
set in.” 


RIGHT TO BURN HIS 
SUBJECTS’ HOUSES. 


BECHUANALAND CHIEF 
WINS APPEAL, 


bet ween Acting 
Tshekidikhama, of the Bechuanaland Pro- 
tectorate, and his subjects, regarding his 
right to burn their houses as a punishment 
for an armed attack upon him, was decided 
yesterday by the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council in his favour. He appealed to 
the Privy Council from a decision of a Special 
Court of the Bechuanaland Protectorate that 
he was not entitied to burn the houses of 
two of his subjects, Simon and John 
Ratshosha, and his appeal was allowed. 

The brothers had disobeyed 
the chief to attend a council, but went to a 
wedding. When they attended later in the 
day they were ordered to be beaten. One 
was beaten, and his brothers, who fired on 
the chief, were sentenced to ten years’ im- 
prisonment, this being reduced to four years 
on appeal. 

The Ratshoshas subsequently claimed 
damages for the destruction of their houses, 
which the chief contended were lawfully 
burned by him. : 

Lord Blanesburgh, in giving judgment 
allowing the appeal, said that they were of 
cpinion that the burning was in accordance 
with the custom of the tribe. They desired 
to make it plain that their decision must 
not be taken as approving the chief’s action 
in directing the burning of the houses, and 
if it? had been necessary for them to express 
an opinion they must have held that the 
custom was ‘incompatible with peace, order 
and good government. i

‘for every benefit they ' had received 
industrially up to the present. The ‘lrade 
Disputes Act, 1927, represented the most 
subtle, ferocious, end hypocritical attack 
made on trade unionism for a century. It 
was a serious matter when legislation was 
passed designed to rob a trade union of its 
leaders in time of difficulty and strife.

Thomas or Mr. Macdonald has done anything, 
either by action or speech, against our desire 
that the Trade Disputes Amending Bill 
should pass into law. The Trade Union Bill 
introduced by the Labour Government was 
wrecked by a Liberal amendment. If that 
amendment had been accepted by the Govern- 
ment, the position of trade unions would 
have been even worse in law than it is at 
present. The amendment, he went on, was 
deliberately designed to cripple all their 
activities, and they would not even have 
been able to have a strike, if necessary, in 
defence of themselves. Under that amend- 
ment. any strike which inconvenienced the 
public in what were called the essential ser- 
vices would have been illegal. 

They would have deemed this Government 
unworthy of support if had allowed the bill 
to go to the House of Lords with that 
amendment in it. It would have wrecked 
the trade union movement absolutely. None 
of them were afraid of the consequences 
which might accrue to them under the pre- 
sent law. The Act was designed by a small 
group of rich and unscrupulous men, and 
was forced through a mechanically obedient 
House of Commons, in the teeth of the 
majority of the people of this country. 


QUESTION OF DEFIANCE, 

I say this deliberately, and in cold blood, 
Mr. Cramp added—in spite of the present law, 
if this annual Conference, or the Executive, 
instructed me to call out our members in sup- 
port of someone else, I should do it, and go 
to ““guod ” for it if necessary. (Cheers.) I 
am not given to heroics, but no one has ever 
accused me of not being as good as my word. 
That is what I should do, and I should reckon 
on my faith in the rank and file that if any- 
thing would stir them to fight that would 
be a supreme test.

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THE GRAND CANAL. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—In your issue of the 9th inst. there 
is an interesting account of the Grand Canal 
and the passenger boats. Some years ago I 
compiled a good deal of information from 
the Canal Banana records and other 
authentic sources regarding these boats, 
which may be of interest to your readers. 
The Grand Canal was projected in 1756 by 
the Directors General of Inland Navigation, 
but it was not until 1772 that the company 
was incorporated by Act of Parliament. The 
canal was completed to Sallins in 1780, and 
on the 3rd August in that year the first 
passenger boat left Dublin. As each section 
of the canal was completed, additional boats 
were built, until finally passengers were 
carried as far as Ballinasloe in the 
West and Mountmellick and Athy in 
a southerly direction. Coaches met 
these boats at the different termini and con- 
veyed passengers to Galway, Castlebar, West- 
EA Limerick and other places; and when 
3iancon:i started his long cars these were used 
to convey passengers to distant towns in the 
West. Through tickets were issued. 

So successful were these passenger boats 
that the company was induced to build hotels 
at Dublin, bailins, Robertstown, Tullamore 
and Shannon Harbour. The hotels, including 
even Dublin, were superior to any that existed 
in the localities mentioned. It is not correct 
to say that dinner always consisted of boiled 
mutton and turnips. Dinner usually consisted 
of beef, mutton or fowl. Epicures were not 
then unknown as travellers. On a complaint 
being made on one occasion to the company 
of an insufficient dinner it was proved that 
it consisted of beef, fowls and bacon, In the 
‘Pleasure Tours of Ireland’? we are told 
that the boats were “ well appointed and ac- 
commodated with every necessary refresh: 
ment.’’ English travellers spoke highly of 
the accommodation. Sir John Carr wrote in 
1805 that he had an excellent dinner of bo:!ed 
mutton, turkey, ham, vegetables and w-ii- 
Silver teaspoons were provided, and as many 
a; forty-two decanters were carried in evety 
boat. 

This passenger service was such an impor 
tant source of revenue to the company that 
inspectors were appointed, Lord Dunboyne 
being Inspector-General. At one period the 
crews wore uniforms consisting of a blue 
frock coat, scarlet waistcoat, leather breeches 
and glazed hat. Postillions had hats with 
gold buadh: jackets and leather breeches. The 
swift passage boats were built in 1833, and 
were so successful that the number of pas- 
sengers carried was doubled in one year. 
During the whole period when the boats 
were running—1780 tu 1852—uall the boats had 
first and second cabins. It will be obvious 
that unless the boats were covered traffic 
could not be increased. The extension of the 
railways to the West and South caused their 
discontinuance in 1852. If any of your 
readers are anxious for more information 
regarding these boats, they should read the 
papers in the Kildare re are Society 
Journals for 1921 and 1023.— Yours, us

WALLACE LIBEL

N the King’s Bench Division, London, 
| yesterday, Mr. Justice Mackinnon and a 
special jury continued the hearing of the 
libel action brought by Mr. Edgar Wallace, 
author and playwright, against Mr. Lewis 
Goldflam, author, of Kensington High street, 
London. 

The plaintiff complained of allegations made 
by Mr. Goldflam that his play, “ The 
Calendar,” was copied from Mr, Geldflam’s 
book, “ Lucky Fool,’’ published in April, 
1929. Mr. Wallace maintained that he wrote 
his play in Berlin in four days in the eutumn 
of 1928, without knowing anything about 
“ Lucky Fool.” 

The defendant pleaded justification and 


privilege. 
Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., and Mr. 


| 


Valentine Holmes appeared for the plaintiff, 
and Mr.*Phineas Quass for the defendant. 

Mr. Justice Mackinnon, in summing up, 
said that there was no doubt that the letter 
written by Mr. Goldflam was highly defama- 
tory. The jury might think that Mr. Wallace, 
knowing what he did about the matter, might 
haye thought it was hardly necessary to take 
any steps about it. If he had not taken any 
steps, the defendant might have regarded that 
as an admission and proceeded on his course. 

As to damages, the jury ought to award 
such a sum as would mark their sense of the 
gravity of the libel and of the fact that it was 
without any foundation. 

The jury awarded Mr. Wallace £1,000 
damages, and judgment was entered accord- 
ingly, with costs. 

Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., for the plaintiff, 
asked for an injunction restraining the de- 
fendant from publishing or circulating the 
libel, or a similar libel, again. 

Mr. Justice Mackinnon—Is there any reason 
to apprehend that he may do so? 

Sir Patrick Hastings—Having regard to the 
way the defendant acted in the witness box, 
we think there might be. If there was no 
question about the damages being obtainable, 
the injunction would not be necessary. 

Mr. Justice Mackinnon—I think there ought 
to be either an undertaking by the defendant 
or an injunction. 

Mr. Quass—If your lordship says that, then 
the defendant will give the undertaking. 

An application for a stay of execution was 
refused.

Sir Kingsley Wood described the provisions 
of the bill as uninspiring, doubtful and rather 
pathetic, but as a typical contribution of the 
Government to the needs of the countryside 
and the requirements of agricultural workers, 
to whom such fulsome and foolish promises 
were made at the last election. 

Sir Tudor Walters, Liberal member for 
Penrhyn and Falmouth, said that it was pro 
posed to brild 40,000 houses within the next 
twelve months for people living in agricul- 
tural parishes. That would mean a popula- 
tion of 200,000 human beings living in healthy 
conditions, instead of being driven to swell 
the congested areas of the big towns.

GERMANY. 


A NATION’S RELIEF. 
ichinheiains 


By Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Friday. 
LTHOUGH there has been well over a 
fortnight’s delay since President 
Hoover made his magnificent gesture, and 
during this time the nerves of half Europe 
have been strained to the utmost, owing to 
the delay caused by the Franco-American 
negotiations, it appears that everything 
will be settled according to the: original 
plan. In consequence, Germany, although 
still in great distress, has been made to 
realise that her own collapse would have 
been no mere national question, but a 
catastrophe affecting the whole world. It 
is holiday time in Germany—schools break 
up on the 1st of July—but the men of big 
business, directors and bankers, instead of 
joining their wives and children in the 
mountains or at the sea, have been closeted 
in stuffy board-rooms, or hovering 
anxiously about the Stock Exchange, 
pending the delay. 

Now that the situation has cleared, it 
seems highly probable that confidence in 
Germany will be restored to a certain 
extent, and that the much-feared with- 
(rawal of foreign credit will not con- 
tinue to be the brooding menace that 
has been hanging over the country 
for the last momentous’ weeks. 
Although the Bank of England, the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank, and the Bank 
of France have granted Germany a tem- 
porary re-discount credit of twenty 
million pounds, financial conditions over 
here remain extremely unsettled. Ger- 
many considers that the most important 
result of the settlement now reached is 
that the total sum ef reparations, in- 
cluding unconditional payments, is to be 
repaid in ten yearly instalments, and that 
she will not be called upon to commence 
her repayments immediately the year of 
respite is over. 

POLITICAL DISCONTENT. 

It seems unfortunate that, while the 
moratorium is a great financial relief to 
Germany, it should have so little effect 
on the political situation. To under- 
stand this clearly, it must be realised that 
the burden of taxes imposed anew upon 
the German people by the emergency 
decree of a month ago will be in no way 
alleviated by this international gesture. 
Fears that the money saved might be used 
to increase German armaments have been 
sucessfully dispelled by the Chancellor's 
(Dr. Bruning) reassuring note on the 
subject to President Hoover. In this he 
stated definitely that no such thing would 
occur. This decree, which levied new 
taxes without consulting the nations 
opinion. is believed by the masses in Ger- 
many to have been inspired by the 
capitalist classes, who have ruthlessly 
sacrificed the war-victim and the widow 
and orphan by reducing their already 
minute pensions, while declaring the 
necessity for preserving working capital 
at a moment when credits are hard to 
obtain. It is understood that modifica- 
tions of these hardships have to be made, 
owing to the violent agitation being 
carried by the Communists into the Social- 
Democratic camp, which, though disci- 
plined to an almost military degree, 1s 
showing grave signs of rebelling against 
its leaders. 

THE “GERMAN CHEQUERS.” 

Another and brighter aspect of politics 
is the approaching visit of Mr. Macdonald 
and Mr. Henderson to Berlin next week. 

It is hoped that the result of what is 
popularly . referred to ain Berlin as a 
‘German Chequers ”’ will be a series of 
friendly conferences, leading to a closer 
bond between the two countries. Ne 
Royal visit has been more eagerly anti- 
cipated. Unfortunately, since the Ger 
man Republic consists of a number of 
Federal States, of which the largest and 
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most important is Prussia, there is no 
suitable accommodation available for two 
such distinguished visitors, since all the 
magnificent castles and country residences 
which belonged to Royalty now belong to 
the respective Federal States over which 
these monarchs ruled. These have now 
been turned into museum 
galleries and public building 
kinds. For instance, the palac 
ex-Kaiser houses coll 
kinds, of which the 
foreign tourist, apart 
adorned with golden eagles, is the writing 
table presented to the Kaiser by a famous 
English furnishing firm and made fron 
the wood of Nelson’s old ship, H.M.S. 
Victory. It was upon this table that the 
mobilisation order was signed in 1914. It 
so happens that a modest shooting box in 
Prussia is the only suitable spot for a 
week-end visit, which could be regarded 
as the German equivalent of a country 
house, as opposed to Downing street. It 
is the property of the Prussian Govern- 
ment. Lying about forty miles outside 
Berlin, it is surrounded by the typical 
dense German forest. In these preserves 
there are over four thousand head of deer, 
specially bred to the highest standard of 
the German sportsman’s ideal. It will be 
attempted to make the atmosphere of this 
typically German retreat as muca like the 
English week-end as possible. The pleas- 
ing combination of scenery without and 
of comfort within, brought about by a van 
full of new furniture already despatched 
to augment Prussian ideas of relaxation, 
will, it is hoped, greatly assist conversa- 
tions likely to be of momentous ifmport to 
the world outside.

Austria has already 
abolished it. and one of the primary con- 
ditions of the complete union of Germany 
and Austria—the much-debated Anschhuss

WALES CHAMPIONS FOR 
FOURTH TIME.

Although Ireland lost to Wales with 92 points 
against 101, and so wound up as the Wooden 
Spoonists, while Wales won the championship for 
the fourth time, Ireland had the satisfaction of 
breaking her duck as a rink winner. This came 
about in No. 4 rink, skipped by Coulter, against 
the Welsh rink led by Squires. Here the Irishmen 
led by 12-0 at five ends, and by 17-3 at ten ends. 
They held an advantage of 19, against 9, with 
fifteen ends played, and eventually won by 22 
agaist 20. 

In the rink following this there was an incident 
which brought out one hundred per cent. of ad- 
miration for a sportsmanlike action by a _ skip. 
It was in the case of No. 5 rink, in which O’Don- 
nell was the Welsh skip and McAlpine the Irish 


leader. 
A SPORTING ACTION. 

During the eighth end one of the Irishmen 
was so carried away by the excellence of a shot by 
a colleague that in his enthusiasm he swept away 
the jack with his left foot, and in the sweep of his 
foot also moved one of the woods a full twelve 
inches. While there is a bowls’ rule providing for 
the fouling either of the jack or of a wood, there is 
not a rule providing for bodily interference with 
both. The onlookers and the players of eituer side 
were taken aback by the happening, and the tensity 
was omy relieved by ©’ Donnell, without consulta- 
tion with anyone, at once replacing the jack and 
the removed wood as near as possible io their 
original positions, He might have insisted on 
the end being replayed, especially as some other 
woods had to be delivered, and, evén when 8 was 
pointed out to him by the Irishmen that he had 
defined rights in such an untoward. situation, 
O'Donnell insisted on the sporting spirit being 
observed, rather than the letter of the bowls rnles. 
The applause which greeted the action of O’Don- 
nell here was renewed almost Tinmediately after- 
wards, when he drew a shot. In this rink the 
sides were level at three-all, with five ends played. 
Wales led by 10-4 at ten ends, and by 16-6 at 
fifteen ends, and finally won by 18-11. 

In Rink 1 Williams (Wales) led MecPartland 
(Ireland) by 6-3 at five ends, and by 11-9 at ten 
ends. When fifteen ends had been played the

They ran 
light-heartedly through the first two games 
of the second set, hut Menzel, with stop- 
volleys and some finely-placed full-blooded 
volleys, won the Czechs the third game. The 
British led at 3-1, and then came one of those 
purple patches of tennis in which all four 
men rattled off volleys at one another at vhe 
net. Menzel carried the brunt of the fight, 
and while Marsalek kept the rally alive with 
labs—a responsibility which demanded judi- 
cious placing—it was Menvel’s smashing that 
collected the points.

or clubhouse of the Royal Dublin Clu! 


at Dollymount has resumed its pre-war 

appearance. The whole of the exterior 
has been painted and completely renovated ; 
those portions of the woodwork which had 
been seriously damaged through vears of ex- 
posure to the influence of the salt spray have 
been replaced by new material, and the danger 
which threatened the structure in places has 
been completely removed. The interior has 
also been repainted; there is not a sqnare 
yard of the building which has not been 
attended to, and an air of freshness and 
brightness pervades this old-time golfing 
sanctum, once the rendezvous of Lords Lieu- 
tenant, Lord Chancellors, Chief Secretaries, 
Commanders-in-Chief and men eminent in the 
professional life of the capital. A consider- 
able expenditure of the ciub funds was in- 
volved in the process, but the work could not 
have been ionger delayed—in view oí the near 
approach of the Open Championship of Ire- 
land it became absolutely necessary, if the 
eminent position of the club in Irish golf was 
to he worthily maintained. 

The championship will be played at Dolly- 
mount on August 25th, 26th and 27th, and 
it is needless to say that the links has also 
been receiving the anxious and careful con- 
sideration of the committee of the club and 
of its championship sub-committee. They were 
fortunate in that there was so much rain 
during the last few months, as the abnormal 
downpours had the effect of promoting 
growth on the fairways and greens, and of 
preventing the course, so susceptible to the 


influence of dry weather in summer, from. 


becoming fiery and almost unplayable, 

The links will, consequently,- be in first 
class condition a month hence, and the fears 
which George Duncan expressed in a letter 
to me some time ago that the glazed greens 
and burned up fairways would “frighten the 
wits’ out of the boys” and lead to tall 
scoring, are not likely to be realised.

lass golfer. The real test of the golfer is 
the ability to steer a clear course, and if 
contestants for the Irish title fail to keep 
to the fairways they will deserve all they will 
assuredly receive in the way of punishment. 
It is, perhaps, a hardship on the ordinary 
member of the club to have the rough in such 
abundance; but even he will find, sooner or 
later, that striving hard to keep on the fair- 
ways is good for his golf. i 

I have been reliably informed that, with 
the exception of Duncan, every memher of 
the British Ryder Cup team has entered, and 
we may take it for granted that Duncan, the 
first winner of the championship, will be 
among the starters on August 25th. The first 
to send in his entry was Abe Mitchell, and, 
despite rumours to the effect that he contem- 
plated remaining in America, Henry Cotton 
has signified his intention to again set a hot 
pace for his fellow-professionals. Among 
the entries received up to Wednesday last 
were Ernest and Charles Whitcombe, Arthur 
Havers, Herbert Jolly, Bert Hodgson, Sydney 
Easterbrook, W. Davies. Tom Fernie, A. 
Lacey, J. Fallon, of Derbyshire, Cedric 
Sayner, Tom Greene, of Copt Heath, and H. 
Rimmer.
